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Piedmont Park and Playground Election. 


An election will be held in Piedmont tomorrow, Friday, the 


19th instant, to enable the voters to pass upon a park and play- 
ground plan submitted hj* the tovra trustee*. THE TRIBUNE 
hopes it will be approved. Piedmont need& parks and play- 
grounds, and the plan submitted is neither extravagant nor ill- 
•dvised. It calls for a bond issue of $135,000— of which $110,- 
000 is to be used in purchasing lands and $25,000 in improving 
iiits a»me. Tlic sum is rcascr.r.b!e ar>.^ +** TOirnosf beneficent, 
therefore the argument for endorsement seems invincible. 


A plan similar to the one now presented failed to cany a 


short time ago because the majority cast for it fell a few votes 


» — L ,* xv, *„.„ 44,,-,.,^ ,-ormiroH hv law, Tt. was aDjwoved by a 
large majority of the Piedmont voters, but it was bJccKea oy 
an aggressive minority, many of whom were actuated by per- 
sonal pique rather than regard for the welfare of the community. 
It is to be hoped that the minority will take a broader view of 
their civic responsibility than they displayed at the last election. 
If they will only sink their personal feelings and consult the 
general good the parks and playgrounds will be voted with 
practical unamnui}. 


The plan reiected at the late election has been revised some- 


what, to meet the objections then raised, and seems to provide 
tor the wants of every section of the town. It is the result of 
compromises entered into with a sincere desire to adorn, beau- 
tify and benefit the town. It has been worked out with a care- 
ful regard for the needs of every section, and hence should 
trouse no opposition. 


Blair Park is the central feature of the scheme. It is a natural 


beauty spot and readily lends itself to treatment. The tracts 
to be used for playgrounds are well distributed with a view to 
giving the greatest amount of service to the greatest number 
of people. In every case an effort has been made to preserve 
natural beauties, and to combine utilitarian requirements with 
aesthetic demands. From all points of view the plan 
seems 


worthy of approval, and we sincerely hope that the voters of 
{ledmont will drop their differences and personal contentions 
and give it their hearty endorsement. 


By voting for the parks and playgrounds they will vote to 


jj-ive themselves a Christmas present of which they and their 


always fsel proud. It will be a vote to adorn a 


residence suburb of unequalled charm, and which is peculiarly 
susceptible of beautiiication; it invites art and taste to work 
out the splendid pattern given by nature. If the community will 
cnly unite on this scheme of civic improvement, the resentments 
which have hitherto divided the inhabitants of Piedmont and 
balked their desire to make their town a still more ideal place 
of residence will vanish and concord will come out of a common 
«ff ort for the common good.

The Saloon Men's Ordinance a Fraud. 


The fraudulent and deceptive character of the liquor ordi- 


nance which the saloonkeepers are asking the people to adopt is 
illustrated by the clause ostensibly prohibiting the licensing of 
more than four saloons in any one block nor more than two sa- 
loons on one side of any such block. 


We say ostensibly because the provision is nullified by the 


proviso following: 
"Except where such places are already in 


existence." This is equivalent to saying a thing shall be done 
and then saying it shall not be done. 


The ordinance professes to do something which it provides 


shall not be done. It leaves the blocks overcrowded with saloons 
just as they have been heretofore, makes no change whatever, 
save to give the existing saloons a legal authorization, which 
they did not have before, to continue business in direct contra- 
diction to the rule laid down as a cover for deception and fraud. 


But what else was to be expected of an ordinance prepared by 


liquor dealers for the benefit of liquor dealers? 


Naturally an ordinance originating in the saloon cannot rise 


above its source. The one the saloonkeepers have the effrontery 
to ask the voters of Oakland to adopt places no limit on the num- 
ber of saloons that may be licensed; not only does it permit the 
saloons now open in the residence districts to remain where they 
exist at present, but it opens every resmence uisuici in me cllj 
to invasion by saloons; it does not abate a single one of the evils 
and abuses which infect the social organization, and does not 
improve either the moral tone or the physical aspect of the city. 


That was not what it was intended to do. Every pretense of 


doing something to better existing conditions is a subterfuge. 
The example above quoted serves to emphasize the fact that regu- 
lation by the saloon is no regulation at all. 
Nobody of sound 


mind can be made to believe that any honest and effective sys- 
tem of regulating the liquor business will be devised by those 
r-ngaged in it. 


However, the issue before the people of Oakland is broader 


and more far-reaching than the details of the ordinance the 
saloonmen are trying to get them to swallow. Shall regulation 
come from the people or the saloons? To adopt the proposed 
ordinance is to advertise to the World that the liquor interest 
is in control here in Oakland and to encourage the belief that the 
saloon is the fountain and source of political power. It will en- 
courage office-holders to defy the moral sentiment of the com- 
munity, and to take the voice of the saloon as the voice of the 
people. It will be in effect a rebuke to officials who have tried 
lo do their duty, and discourage their successors from following 
their example. 


Moreover, it will be construed elsewhere as an indication that 


the people of Oakland are not in favor of restriction and regula- 
tion, but desire a town more hospitable to vice and the facilities 
for the accommodation of vice. It will give this city the evil 
reputation of being ruled by the saloons. It will make it more 
difficult hereafter to purify the social atmosphere. 


We have no fear that public sentiment will endorse the Royal 


Arch ordinance. The danger is that so many good people will not 
take the trouble to vote, the organized forces of the saloon may 
get a majoritv in a small vote. The liquor men will poll every 
vote they can command, or buy or cajole. They will stop at 
nothing to win. They have a big slush fund and will use it 
wherever there is a voter 10 be pei»uaueu 01 piu*,u<u»eu. They 
will haul drunks and prostitutes to the polls in automobiles to 
override the will of the people. But they cannot succeed if the 
decent, law-abiding, home-loving citizens of Oakland do their 
duty and make it their first business to vote. The saloonmen pin 
their hope of victory on the sloth, indolence and indifference of 
the disorganized mass whom they are arrayed against. They will 
get out their vote. Public opinion counts for nothing in elections 


Hence"the forces opposed to saloon domination had better be-1 


gin organizing to get out their vote They should devote their j 
efforts to inducing every man and woman who favors law and 
order and decency to lay aside all other business and do his or 
her duty aa a citizen. 


The issue has passed beyond the details of regulation. It is 


now a question of whether the people shall control the saloons or 
the saloons control the people. The people cannot afford to re- 
main passive and let the liquor men decide the iwue for them.
